Did not the daily press of the 
time teem with denunciations of the imbecility of councils 
which too clearly foreshadowed the disastrous character of 
subsequent operations ? We are not, therefore, wholly unpre- 
pared to learn that the suspension of advance movements on 
the part of Lord Gough is to be attributed to instructions from 
Government too direct and positive to admit of free action on 
his part. It is, in fact, asserted that Lord Dalhousie, the 
Governor-General, has yet to receive advices from home upon 
the important question whether to annex or to let alone.

On Thursday, the Bishop of Oxford moved for a select committee 
to consider the best means for effecting the final extinction of the 
slave trade. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Sir G. Grey moved the 
third reading of the Habeas Corpus Act Suspension (Ireland) Bill. 
On division (majority for Ministers, 155), the bill ultimately 
passed.—Lord J. Russell moved a committee of the whole, House 
to take into consideration the oaths taken by the two Houses of 
Parliament. <A division then took place on the question to go 
into committee—For going into committee, 214; against it, 111: 
majority for the Government, 103. The House weit into com- 
mittee pro forma.—The committee on Irish fisheries was nominated. 

On Tuesday, Mr. H. Baillie moved for a select committee to 
inquire into the grievances complained of in the Crown colony of 
Ceylon.—Lord J. Russell charged the hon. mover of the committee 
with having suppressed and concealed all that Lord ‘lorrington 
had done in favour of the planters of Ceylon, whilst he dressed up 
all that bore against the noble lord in the most virulent. spirit. 
,The Minister proceeded to defend the conduct of Lord Torrington, 
to whom, he said, we were much indebted for his energy in putting 
down the insurrection at its commencement. He objected to the 
original motion.—Mr. Ricardo withdrew an amendment, and, 
after a great many proposals and counter-proposals, a modified 
motion was agreed to. 

On Wednesday, Mr. Cobden placed the following notice of motion 
on the paper, that on the order of the day being read. for going 
into committee of supply (at present fixed for Monday next) he 
shall move—‘ That the net expenditure of the Government for the 
year 1835 amounted to £44,422,000; that the net expenditure for 
the year ending Jan. 5, 1849, amounted to £54,185,000; the increase 
of nearly ten millions having been caused principally by successive 
augmentations of our warlike establishments, &c. &c.’’—Sir J.

POSTSCRIPT. 
IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


House or Lorps.—Yesterday evening the Lord Chancellor took 
his seat on the woolsack at five. In reply to a question from the 
Duke of Richmond, whether it was intended to break up entirely 
the establishment for FEMALE Convicts on board the Anson, Earl 
Grey said, that that establishment was entirely the act of the execu- 
tive government of the day, and read several extracts from dis- 
patches to prove that it had been found to be entirely inoperative 
in forming moral habits in the convicts. A house of correction had

The King, who was watching the scene from 
the top of the ramparts, hastened down to the ditch, took hold of 
the infant, and placed it on the firm part of the ice; then, assisted 
by two of the royal Servants, succeeded, after great efforts, in 
dragging out the general, who was nearly drawn under the mass of 
ice with which the ditch was covered. He was taken into an 
adjoining mill, where, after great exertions, they succeeded in 


restoring him te consciousness, and in the evening he was taken to 
his residence. He is still very ill, but is out of danger. 


A new daily newspaper made its appearance on the 7th 
instant at Oporto, under the title of A Patria. It espouses the 
Legitimist or Royalist cause, and boldly announces its principles.

SouTH STAFFORDSHIRE ELECTION.—LICHFIELD.—The 
election of a member to represent this division of the county of Staf- 
ford in Parliament, in the room of Lord Ingestre (now, by the death 
of his father, Earl Talbot), took place in the hall of this city on 
Monday. It was announced that there were to be two candidates ; 
but Lord Lewisham, the son of the Earl of Dartmouth, who has from 
the first stood alone in the field, was the only candidate who presented 
himself. C.G. Forster, Esq., banker, of Walsall, proposed Lord 
Lewisham as a fit and proper person to represent the southern 
division of the county of Staffordshire in Parliament.—G. B. 
Thorneycroft, Esq., mayor of Wolverhampton, seconded the nomi- 
nation.—Lord Lewisham addressed the electors in a forcible speech, 
which was received with enthusiasm. A splendid luncheon was 
afterwards provided at the Swan Hotel, at which the young noble- 
man presided, and about 100 gentlemen were present. 


Tor OrpHANS’ HoME AND THE SISTERS OF Mrercy,— 
THE BisHor oF Exerer’s Investigation. —The Bishop of 
Exeter’s inquiry into the principles upon which the institution at 
Devonport, called the Orphans’ Home (of which his lordship is 
visitor) is conducted, and into the truth of certain statements, said 
to have been made by some of the residents therein, and which 
were published in the newspapers, took place on Thursday, at the 
Mechanics’ Institute, Devonport. There were present a large 
number of clergymen and laymen, and the inquiry excited an im- 
mense amount of interest. The bishop arrived about half-past 
eleven o’clock, and the lengthened proceedings did not terminate 
until nearly seven in the evening. Miss Sellon explained clearly, 
and at great length, the principles of the society, and was highly 
eulogized by the Bishop of Exeter; and thus the allegations which 
had been preferred against the estimable individuals composing 
this ‘‘ Society of Mercy” were completely neutralized. 


ANNE MarrHews.—Post-orricE ROBBERIES aT 
CARMARTHEN.—Since the former investigation into the alleged 
robberies at the Carmarthen post-office, several other articles found 
in the possession of ‘the prisoner, Anne Matthews, having been 
claimed, it was deemed advisable by the post-office authorities that 
three fresh charges should be preferred and properly investigated 
before the magistrates. No less than 355 letters have been found 
in her possession, together with the covers of 52 newspapers, £95 
in Bank of England notes, 28 new purses of all sorts, some of 
which are of the most elegant workmanship, and a quantity of 
valuable jewellery, articles of ladies’ dress, and fancy articles, a 
large portion of which have not yet been identified, and which it 
is believed were intended as contributions to the bazaar in aid of 
the infirmary, and that for the organ of St. David’s Church. A 
Second examination took place at the county gaol, before H. 
Lawrence, Esq., M.D., and Captain J. G. Philipps, R.N., when the 
prisoner declined saying anything in her defence, and she was there- 
upon committed to take her trial at the assizes on each of the 
charges. The prisoner looked much paler and more low-spirited 
than at the previous examination, and seemed to have suffered much 
from confinement. 


Love anp Suicipz.—At the close of last week, Mary 
Ann Crowther (we quote the Derbyshire Courier), aged 22, poisoned

herself with a large dose of arsenic, at Masborough, at the residence 
of her mother, Mrs. Crowther. A young man, named John Lid- 
ster, had paid his addresses to her fora period of one year and 
eight months; during that period he had promised her marriage 
three times. On the Sunday preceding the fatal event he was to 
meet her when she came out of Masborough chapel, but was 
unfaithful in that promise also. MaryAnn sent for him just before 
death terminated her sufferings, and when he was introduced to her 
chamber she said, “ John,” holding up her arms, ‘come to me;”

“You have brought me to this sad end; do not treat another in a 
similar way.”’ She only lived a few minutes after this interview. 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


Fata Accipenr ro a Giru.—Last week, as Mr. 


| Morley, of Brailsford, Derbyshire, was out in the fields with his 
| workpeople, he heard a scream, and, on running to see what was 


the matter, found a girl, about five years old, named Slater, standing 
near some burning thorns, with her clothes in flames. The poor 
child fell on her knees, and prayed to God for forgiveness, but did 
not make the least effort to evade her fate. Mr. Morley, with great 
promptness, cut her clothes from her person, and had her conveyed 


home; but the means employed to save the life of the child were 
unavailing—she died early the next morning. 


DaneeRous Precaurion.—As John Taylor, a young 
man in the service of the Rev. Mr. Fraser, of St. Stephen’s, near 
Canterbury, was engaged in opening the window-shutters, to which 
were affixed five detonating balls, for the purpose of giving alarm, 
by exploding, on the event of attempted burglary, he by some 
means caused them to burst, by which his right hand was severely 
shattered and lacerated. 


Srxty-FivE Lives Lost 1n A THEATRE AT GLAs- 
Gow.—On Saturday night last, about a quarter to eight, an alarm 
of fire was given in the gallery of the Theatre Royal, Dunlop- 
street, which was very crowded in that part of the house. This 
created atonce great excitement in all parts of the theatre, and the 
audience in the boxes left the house immediately, by the wide 
passages leading from them to the front entrance. ‘The fire never 
was at any time of an alarming character, and was suppressed 
with the greatest ease; but the alarm had circulated in both the 
galleries, and the audience made frantic efforts to escape by the 
narrow staircase leading from the gallery entrance, and by other 
staircases leading into the box passage. The theatre doors ap- 
parently open inwards, and to this circumstance the calamity 
which has occurred may bein some measure ascribed. From the 
numbers crushed on the staircase behind the entrance leading into 
the lane, on the north side ofthe theatre, considerable time elapsed 
before the door was opened, but, the side windows being broken, 
air was freely admitted; and, although a number of persons were 
more or less injured at this entrance, yet the great loss of life 
occurred on the staircase leading immediately from the upper- 
most gallery. The crowd, pressing on the staircase, completely 
jammed the door, while the cries and moans. of those nearest to 
the entrance, and exposed to the severest pressure, were piteous. 
Many efforts were mace by parties connected with the police, by 
others connected with the building, and by several gentlemen who 
had been drawn to the spot, to force open the doors; but it was 
found impossible. In a very short time after the alarm of fire had 
been ‘given, three of the fire-engines were on the spot, but their 
assistance was not necessary. The superintendent of the engines 
assured the audience who still remained in the pit and the lower 
gallery that there was no danger, and advised them to retire in an 


orderly manner; but his voice could not reach those who were 


crowded together on the narrow staircase in the agonies of death, 
out of sight from the stage, the pit, or the boxes, and out of hearing. 
The persons remaining in the pit had not the slightest idea of the 
calamity occurring within the walls. They were satisfied that the 
fire had been extinguished, and they expected the proceedings of 
the evening to recommence. It became evident to those in the 
neighbourhood of the upper staircase that no means of access could 
be obtained to the crowd indiscriminately crushed together there, 
except by breaking through the partitions, and this was quickly 
done. The scene then presented was the most appalling that can 
well be imagined. The firemen lifted out the persons from the 
staircase, and for some time those taken out exhibited only a few 
bruises, and were laid down, and many of them walked out; but it 
soon became evident that much more serious suffering had 
occurred, for the staircase had been utterly choked up, and 
many bodies were taken out quite dead; and, before the place 
was cleared, the Garrick-hotel opposite, and every available 
room in the large theatre, were covered with the dead or the dying. 
Many of the sufferers had been severely bruised, but, from the 
appearance of the bodies, it was apparent that death, in almost 
every case, had been caused by suffocation. Accommodation for 
the dead having been procured at the Clyde-street Hospital, the 
task of removing them soon commenced. There being upwards 
of sixty dead, this work was accomplished, first by means of omni- 
buses, and afterwards by hearses, the extent of the calamity not 
permitting the bodies to be covered or coffined. The dead almost 
all belong to the working classes, and, from appearances, few of 
them had received any external injuries. In the struggle many of 
them had lost their shoes and stockings, and all of them their 
caps. In the course of Sunday all the bodies at the hospital—viz., 
sixty-one in number—were recognised. There are in all sixty-five 
persons dead, three of whom either expired on the way, or imme- 
diately after being taken, to the infirmary on Saturday evening. A 
female, who was injured and conveyed to the town’s hospital on 
Saturday night, died on Sunday, making the total as above. The 
cause of the alarm, which eventuated in such melancholy results, 
was a leakage in the block-tin gas-pipe which supplies the lights in 
front of the upper gallery. ‘This pipe, which is about half an 
inch in diameter, was let into a groove at the angle of the floor 
with the covering boards which face the front of the gallery. The 
gas had consequently escaped up into the open space between the 
front of the gallery and the inside lining; and it is believed was 
ignited by a match which some one in the front Seat of the gallery 
had been using.

POPULAR SCIENCE. 


Linnean Socrety oF Lonpon.—Soho-square, Tuesday last, 
George Newport, Esq., in the chair.—Two fellows and one 
associate were elected: the associate was Mr. William Gar- 
diner, of Dundee, a botanist, with whose “pursuit of know- 
ledge under difficulties” the Chambers’, in their ‘ Journal,’ 
have familiarized the public. Mr. Gardiner’s little work, 
called ‘Twenty Lessons on British Mosses,”’ illustrated with 
actual specimens, should be more extensively known. In an 
early paper we mean to give a brief account of it from the 
third edition now before us.—Mr, Adam White continued his 
paper on the animals (not allegorical) represented on the 

ssyrian sculptures discovered by Dr, Austen Layard, and 
now deposited in the British Museum. He chiefly referred to 
the lions with short manes, figured in bas-relief on. these monu- 
ments. He pointed out, in a diagram, the hook or prickle at 
the end of the tail, which was very clearly figured in one 
of the examples in the first room of the British Museum ; 
he entered at some length into what had been said, seen, and 
written on this subject; the very bushy ‘tail of the lion on the 
obelisk, he believed to be entirely the result of the rudeness 
of the art of that monument. He showed that, like Robinson 
Crusoe’s foot-prints of savages in Juan Fernandez, there were 
traces of the foot-prints of small digitigrade carnivorous qua- 
drupeds (jackals, weasels, or such animals, he believed) on 
one or more of the sun-dried bricks from Assyria: a subject 
first made interesting to the geologist by the researches of Dr. 
Henry Duncan, of Ruthwell, and since much added to by 
American observers, and particularly dwelt on in the writings 
of Dr. Buckland, Sir Charles Lyell, and Dr. Mantell (in his

THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The Tapestry here depicts a female standing between two 
pillars, meant probably to represent the door of a chamber, and 
a man coming towards her and laying his hand upon her head. 
The legend is, ‘* Ubi unus clericus et 4Elfgiva’’—A priest and 
4Elfgiva. The tonsure marks the priestly office of the man ; 
but whether he is bestowing a benediction, or merely bringing 
intelligence, is extremely doubtful. Neither is it known with 
certainty who the female is; though, from being an inmate of the 
palace of William, we may not unfairly conjecture that it was 
a member of his family. Some have imagined that Matilda, 
the wife of William, is the person represented. But, as Mr, 
Amyot well observes, there is much difficulty in conceiving 
that either a Norman or an English artist would have 
designated the Queen under a name or title which she 
never assumed. Mr. Douce supposes that Adela, or 
Adeliza, a daughter of William, said to have been betrothed to 
Harold, is the personage portrayed, and that her name. was 
corrupted into Elfgiva. There is much probability in the con- 
jecture. Whoever the female depicted is meant to represent, 
we may be sure that it is some one connected, in an im- 
portant manner, with the subject of the Tapestry ; and, at 
this particular division, the future wife of Harold would claim 
peculiar notice. In confirmation of the suggestion of Mr, 
Douce, we find that Muratori mentions the same person as 
known by the following variations of name— Adela, Atela, 
Adelizia, Adelegiva, Atalasia, &c. It is, therefore, not 
beyond the bounds of probability that the worker of the Ta- 
pestry may, under the name of /Elfgiva, designate Adela, the 
betrothed of Harold.

The complainant concluded, that having property in the house which 
he was anxious to have, and fearful of the consequences if he returned after 
such threats, he begged the magistrate’s interference on his behalf.—In reply 
to Mr. Secker, the complainant said that, had he married the lady, he in- 
tended that she should accompany him to Africa, and that was the reason

Tue present. nofition of affairs in the Punjaub makes 4 portrait 
of the Commander-in-Chief of the British forces in India an 
appropriate illustration, as connected with current events, 
Whatever opinions may have been expressed in reference to the 
late reverse our arms certainl sustained on the banks of the 
Chenaub, where “the lamented brave Cureton and Havelock 
fell, our respect for the long life of military experience and 
exposure, the personal history of Lord Gough exhibits, and 
from regard for the high position he has attained in his profes- 
sion, both operate to induce us to give him a place in our 
pictorial columns. Nay, we will even go further, and, until 
more definite information arrives which shall at once decide 
the question, do not hesitate to express a belief that circum- 
stances may have warranted the hesitating tactics which, from 
the last despatches, it appears Lord Gough had determined to 
adopt. A Fabian policy, on proper occasions, is a military 
proverb. Perhaps, too, a regard for instructions which left 
little open to the discretion of the Commander-in-Chief, may 
be produced as cause sufficient for a step which, because not 
in advance, is declaimed upon. by detractors as derogatory to 
British honour and detrimental to British interests in the East. 
That there has been imbecility somewhere, cannot be disputed. 
But let us go to the antecedents, and we shall find in the legis- 
lative department connected with Indian affairs much more to 
suspect than in the military arrangements of Lord Gough. In 
the first place, contemplate his position. With one of the 
finest armies, and some of the ablest officers under him, that 
ever took the field, he is compelled to remain for weeks until 
reinforcements should arrive, or the enemy retreat spon- 
taneously before him. And how is this? Why, that all the 
boasted arrangements for the pacification of the Punjaub have 
failed, and that but a small portion of the country wherein our 
cantonments actually are has remained faithful to us. We 
have seen a personal broil between political agents and native 
authorities terminate in a sanguinary catastrophe, and, subse- 
quently, a confined insurrection expand into a general war. 
To whom must be attributed the delay in forwarding 
aid and supplies to the gallant Edwards, who, had he been 
properly supported, would have been able himself to 
put the rebellion down? Did not the daily press of the 
time teem with denunciations of the imbecility of councils 
which too clearly foreshadowed the disastrous character of 
subsequent operations ? We are ‘not, therefore, wholly unpre- 
pared to learn that the suspension of advance movements on 
the part of Lord Gough is to be attributed to instructions from 
Government too direct and positive to admit of free action on 
his part. It is, in fact, asserted that Lord Dalhousie, the 
Governor-General, has yet to receive advices from home upon

resolutions upon the subject haying first been decided upon. It 
may be considered unfortunate for Lord Gough, when he won 
his peerage on the fields of Ferozepore and Sobraon, that two 
more popular men, Lord Hardinge and Sir Harry Smith, have 
deflected from his reputation much of the glory that would 
otherwise have attached to him as the Commander-in-Chief on 
those occasions as on the present. He it was who was the 
actual conqueror of the Punjaub at the head of 30,000 men; 
Lord Hardinge, though Governor-General, holding a sub- 
ordinate command on the field. It will be difficult, therefore, 
to convince us that, having then defeated 80,000 men of the 
bravest and most disciplined troops in Asia, with above 200 
guns, he should not now have good and sufficient reasons for 
halting 24,000 of the finest soldiers in the world before a dis- 
orderly army of some 30,000 Sikhs, badly equipped, and with 
but a small park of artillery. We well recollect another instance 
where an active, stirring subordinate, improving an occasion by 
atimely visit to England, was enabled to become the popular 
hero of some well-directed operations on the coast of Syria. 
How many*who have applauded Admiral Sir Charles Napier 
for his share in that affair have never even heard of Sir Robert 
Stopford, who was the actual commander! During the Chinese 
war, Lord Gough directed the land forces, and showed no 
incapacity there. He was not found wanting when first the 
British colours were carried over the Indus into the Punjaub : 
and we are not willing now, in the face of much reason to doubt 
the legislative capacity of the Government of India, that a 
course, perhaps, imposed upon Lord Gough in consequence, 
should be, because not reconciled to national ideas of glory 
and almost of invincible superiority, attached to the discredit of 
that distinguished officer.

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IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, the Clerk of the Crown 
returned the writ of error in the case of William Smith O’Brien,— 
Lord Campbell moved the second reading of the Marriage (Scot- 
land) Bill, and of the Registration of Births, &e. (Scotland) Bill. 
The noble and learned lord having briefly alluded to the incon- 
veniences arising from the marriage law of Scotland, said the first- 
named bill was intended to provide that marriage in that country 
should in future be solemnized either by a religious ceremony, or 
before a public functionary. The bill provided also for regis- 
tration.—Lord Brougham said that every lawyer complained 
of the Scotch marriage law, as leading to innumerable legal diffi- 
culties.—The Duke of Argyll supported the bill, which, after a 
few words in explanation from Lord Campbell, was*read a second 
time, as was also the Registration Bill. 

On Tuesday, the Habeas Corpus Act Suspension (Ireland) Bill 
was brought up from the House of Commons, and read a first 
time; the second reading was fixed for Friday. 

On Wednesday, the House did not meet. 

On Thursday, the Bishop of Oxford moved for a select committee 
to consider the best means for effecting the final extinction of the 
slave trade. ‘ 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Sir G. Grey moved the 
third reading of the Habeas Corpns Act Suspension (Ireland) Bill. 
On division (majority for Ministers, 155), the bill ultimately 
passed.—Lord J. Russell moved a committee of the whole House 
to take into consideration the oaths ‘taken by the two Houses of 
Parliament. A division then took place on the question to go 
into committee—For going into committee, 214; against it, 111: 
majority for the Government, 103. The House went into com- 
mittee pro forma.—The committee on Irish fisheries was nominated. 

On Tuesday, Mr. H. Baillie moved for a select committee to 
inquire into the grievances complained of in the Crown colony of 
Ceylon.—Lord J. Russell charged the hon. mover of the committee 
with having suppressed and concealed all that Lord ‘Torrington 
had done in favour of the planters of Ceylon, whilst he dressed up 
all that bore against the noble lord in the most virulent spirit. 
The Minister proceeded to defend the conduct of Lord Torrington, 


to whom, he said, we were much indebted for his energy in putting: 


down the insurrection at its commencement. He objected to the 
original motion.—Mr. Ricardo withdrew an amendment, and, 
after a great many proposals and counter-proposals, a modified 
motion was agreed to. 

On Wednesday, Mr. Cobden placed the following notice of motion

On Thursday, Mr. 8. Wortley rose to introduce a bill to amend 
and alter the Act of 5 and 6 of Wm.

The fire never 
was at any time of an alarming character, and was suppressed 
with the greatest ease; but the alarm had circulated in both the 
galleries, and the audience made frantic efforts to escape by the 
narrow staircase leading from the gallery entrance, and by other 
Staireases leading into the box passage. The theatre doors ap- 
parently open inwards, and to this circumstance the calamity 
which has occurred may be in some measure ascribed. From the 
numbers crushed on the staircase behind-the entrance leading into 
the lane, on the north side of the theatre, considerable time elapsed 
before the door was opened, but, the side windows being broken, 
air was freely admitted ; and, although a number of persons were 
more or less injured at this entrance, yet the great loss of life 
occurred on the staircase leading immediately from the upper- 
most gallery. The crowd, pressing on the staircase, completely 
jammed the door, while the cries and moans of those nearest to 
the entrance, and exposed to the severest pressure, were piteous. 
Many efforts were mace by parties connected with the police, by 
others connected with the building, and by several gentlemen who 
had been drawn to the spot, to force open the doors; but it was 
found impossible. In a very short time after the alarm of fire had 
been given, three of the fire-engines were on the spot, but their 
assistance was not necessary. The superintendent of the engines 
assured the audience who still remained in the pit and the lower 
gallery that there was no danger, and advised them to retire in an 
orderly manner; but his voice could not reach those who were 
crowded together on the narrow staircase in the agonies of death, 
out of sight from the stage, the pit, or the boxes, and out of hearing. 
The persons remaining in the pit had not the slightest idea of the 
calamity occurring within the walls. They were satisfied that the 
fire had been extinguished, and they expected the proceedings of 
the evening to recommence. It became evident to those in the 
neighbourhood of the upper staircase that no means of access could 
be obtained to the crowd indiscriminately crushed together there, 
except by breaking through the partitions, and this was quickly 
done. The scene then presented was the most appalling that can 
well be imagined. The firemen lifted out the persons from the 
staircase, and for some time those taken out exhibited only a few 
bruises, and were laid down, and many of them walked out} but it

THE OrpHans’ Home AnD THE SISTERS OF MERcy,— 
Tue Bishop or Exerer’s Inyestication.—The Bishop of 
Exeter’s inquiry into the principles upon which the institution at 
Devonport, called the Orphans’ Home (of which his lordship is 
visitor) is conducted, and into the truth of certain statements, said 
to have been made by some of the residents therein, and which 


every case, had been caused by suffocation. Accommodation for 
the dead having been procured at the Clyde-street Hospital, the 
task of removing them soon commenced.

Make a chain of 156 stitches, besides two extra for the com- 


mencement of next row. 

Ist row.—6 long, 1 chain, miss 
1, 7 long, 1 chain, miss 1, and 
repeat to the end, finishing with 
6 long.~ 

2nd row.—6 long, 2 chain, miss 
2, 5 long, 2 chain, miss 2, and 
repeat to the end, finishing as 
before with 6 long. 

8rd row.—6 long, 3 chain, miss 
8, 3 long, 3 chain, miss 3, and 
repeat. 
~ 4th row.—6 long, 4 chain, miss 
4, 1 long, ;4 chain, miss 4, and 
repeat. 

5th row.—6 long, 3 chain, miss 
3, and repeat.; 

6th row.—6 long, 2 chain, miss

The above six rows must be 
repeated about twenty - three 
times; but this, of course, de- 
pends on the size of the table it 
is intended for ; however, having 
made it sufficiently long, work the 
following border all round.

Early in the morning after this took place he (Mr. Marshall) was 
walking along the left bark of the stream, when he perceived some- 
thing which he at first took for a piece of opal—a clear transparent 
stone, very common here—glittering on one of the spots laid bare 
by the sudden crumbling away of the bank. He paid no attention 
to this; but while he was giving directions to the workmen, having 
observed several similar glittering fragments, his curiosity was so 
far excited, that he stooped down and picked up one of them. 
‘Do you know,” said Mr. Marshall to me, ‘“ I positively debated 
within myself two or three times, whether I should take the trouble 
to bend my back to pick up one of the pieces, and had decided on 
not doing so, when, farther on, another glittering morsel caught my 
eye—the largest of the pieces now before you. I condescended to 
pick it up, and to my astonishment found that it was a thin scale of 
what appears to be pure gold.’ He then gathered some twenty or 
thirty similar pieces, which, on examination, convinced him that 
his suppositions were right. His first impression was, that this 
gold had been lost or buried there by some early Indian tribe— 
perhaps some of those mysterious inhabitants of the west, of whom 
we have no account, but who dwelt on this continent centuries ago, 
and built those cities and temples, the ruins of which are scattered 
about these solitary wilds. On proceeding, however, to examine the 
neighbouring soil, he discovered that it was more or less auriferous. 
This at once decided him, He mounted his horse, and rode down 
to meas fast as it would carry him with the news. ; 

**¢ At the conclusion of Mr. Marshall’s account,’ continued 
Captain Sutter, ‘ and when I had convinced myself, from the speci- 
mens he had brought with him, that it was not exaggerated, I felt 
as much excited as himself. I eagerly inquired if he had shown 
the gold to the workpeople at the mill, and was glad to hear that 
he had not spoke toa single person about it. We agreed,’ said 
the captain, smiling, ‘not to mention the circumstance to any one, 
and arranged to set off early the next day forthe mill. On our 
arrival, just before sundown, we poked the sand about in various 
places, and before long succeeded in collecting between us more 
than an ounce of gold, mixed up with a good deal of sand. I stayed 
at Mr, Marshall’s that night, and the next day we proceeded some 
little distance up the South Fork, and found that gold existed along 
the whole course, not only in the bed of the main stream, where 
the water had subsided, but in every little dried-up creek and ravine. 
Indeed I think it is more plentiful in these latter places, for I my- 
self, with nothing more than a small knife, picked out from a dry 
gorge, a little way up the mountain, a solid lump of gold which 
weighed nearly an ounce and a half, 

“** On our return to the mill, we were astonished by the work- 
people coming up to us in a body, and showing us small flakes of 


much in the water. The operation of this machine we find

“A great number of the settlers, however, were engaged in 
making what are here called ‘cradles;’ partly, I suppose, from 
their shape, and partly from the rocking motion to which they are 
subjected. These machines were being roughly constructed of deal 
boards. Later in the day I watched one of them at work, and had 
the process explained to me. Four men were employed atit. The 
first shovelled up the earth; another carried it to the cradle, and 
dashed it down on a grating or sieve—placed horizontally at the 
head of the machine—the wires of which, being close together, only 
allowed the smaller particles of earth and sand to fall through; the 
third man rocked the cradle—I must confess I never saw one so 
perseveringly rocked at home; while the fourth kept flinging water 
upon the mass of earth inside. ‘The result of this fourfold process 
is, that the lighter earth is gradually carried off by the action of the 
water, and a sort of thick black sediment of sand is left at the 
bottom of the cradle. This was afterwards scooped out, and put 
aside to be carefully dried in the sun to-morrow morning.”

Linnean Society or Lonpon.—Soho-square, Tuesday last, 
George Newport, Esq., in the chair.—Two fellows and one 
associate were elected: the associate was Mr. William Gar- 
diner, of Dundee, a botanist, with whose “pursuit of know- 
ledge under difficulties” the Chambers’, in their ‘“‘ Journal,’’ 
have familiarized the public. Mr. Gardiner’s little work, 
called ‘ ‘Twenty Lessons on British Mosses,”’ illustrated with 
actual specimens, should be more extensively known. In an 
early paper we mean to give a brief account of it from the 
third edition now before us.—Mr, Adam White continued his 
paper on the animals (not allegorical) represented on the 
Assyrian sculptures discovered by Dr. Austen Layard, and 
now deposited in the British Museum, He chiefly referred to 
the lions with short manes, figured in bas-relief on these monu- 
ments. He pointed out, in a diagram, the hook or prickle at 
the end of the tail, which was very clearly figured in one 
of the examples in the first room of the British Museum ; 
he entered at some length into what had been said, seen, and 
written on this subject; the very bushy tail of the lion on the 
obelisk, he believed to be entirely the result of the rudeness 
of the art of that inonument, He showed that, like Robinson 
Crusoe’s foot-prints of savages in Juan Fernandez, there were 
traces of the foot-prints of small digitigrade carnivorous qua- 
drupeds (jackals, weasels, or such animals, he believed) on 
one or more of the sun-dried bricks from Assyria: a subject 
first made interesting to the geologist by the researches of Dr. 
Henry Duncan, of Ruthwell, and since much added to by 
American observers, and particularly dwelt on in the writings 
of Dr. Buckland, Sir Charles Lyell, and Dr. Mantell (in his 
‘Medals of Creation”). Mr. White exhibited, by the very 
polite favour of John Murray, Esq., of Albemarle street, several 
unpublished highly-valuable engravings from the Assyrian 
monuments, discovered and brought home by Dr. Austen 
Layard ; these will shortly be published. Mr. White exhi- 
bited and made remarks on a fragment of a botanical diary 
kept by Mr. James Niven, a distinguished collector of South 
African plants. He had received this from his old school- 
fellow Dr. John Niven, of Edinburgh, the son of the eminent 
gardener and botanist, after whom the lovely Proteaceous 
genus Nivenia was named by Mr. Salisbury.

LAW AND POLICE, 


CASE OF MRS. WALKER, 


‘Court OF QuEEN’s Bencnt, Tuesday, Feb. 20.—(Sittings at Nisi Prius in 
London before Lord Chief Justice Denman and Common Juries.) —FLATHER 
v. SLATER.— This was an action for the recovery of £50, being the amount 
of a bill of exchange and costs. Mr. Chambers, Q.C., was counsel for the 
plaintiff, and Mr. Knowles, Q.C,, for the defendant. The facts of the case 
are these. The plaintiff, Mr. Flather, is known as “ the Father of the Equity 
Bar.” In 1846,a Mrs. Walker (the wife of an attorney), keeping a ladies’ 
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Sehool at Turnham-green, was in want of money, and applied to Mr. Flather 
for the loan of £50, It not being at the time convenient to Mr. Flather to 
lend this money, he told Mrs. Walker that, if she would draw a bill on him, 
he would accept it, and she could get it discounted. Mrs. Walker took the 
bill so drawn and accepted to the defendant, the butcher at Kensington, to 
whom she was indebted in the sum of £180, and said that if he would discount 
it she would let him have in part payment of his debt £15 or £20. ‘the 
defendant took the bill, but did not hand over any money to Mrs. Walker, 
stating that he had received it in payment of her debt. Mr. Slater subse- 
quently parted with the bill to a friend of his named Phillips, who, on its 
coming to maturity, sued Mr. Flather for the amount, “upon which Mr 
Flather gave notice to Mr. Slater and paid the amount of his acceptance and 
costs. Upon this the present proceedings were commenced against Mr. 
Slater for the purpose of recovering the amount so paid, the plaintiff having 
previously tendered the £20 which Mrs. Walker had promised to pay him 
on his discounting the bill—These facts having been proved in evidence, 
the jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff for £50, the amount of the bill, 
but not for the costs. 


BaNKRuptcy Court.—(Before Mr. Commissioner Fonblanque.)—IN RE 
Lorp HunTINGTOWER.—There was a private meeting in this case, which 
has been for so many years before the public. The object of the meeting 
was to examine into the nature of certain securities held by Mr. Hume, a 
gentleman residing in the west end of the town, with whom Lord Hunting- 
tower had bill transactions. 


COMMITTAL OF A POLICE-CONSTABLE FOR FELONY. 


Nicholas Haliday, 109 K, having been finally examined, charged with 
stealing a £5 Bank of England note, number 90,609, has been committed. 
The note was posted in a letter at the Stratford office on the 9th ult., but 
never reached its destination. It was traced by Peake, an officer attached 
to the Post-office, to the possession of the prisoner, who had given it to his 
landlady in payment of a debt. Evidence, tracing the progress of the note, 
but.not showing how it was abstracted from the Post-office, was given, and 
the prisoner, who said he picked up the note in High-street, Stratford, was 
committed for trial, with leave to put in two sureties of £40 each. 


AN AFRICAN LOVE MATCH PREVENTED. 


At Southwark, T. Watson, a man of colour, solicited the magistrate’s 
advice under the following circumstances:—He had come over to this 
country for the purpose of being instructed as a missionary, intending, when 
qualified, to visit the interior of Africa. He took up his abode at the house 
of a Mr. Driskell, in the Southwark-bridge-road, where he had_ been living 
for the last eight months, and during that period an attachment existed 
between him and his landlord’s daughter. About.a week ago he (complainant), 
at the particular desire of the lady, put up the bans for their marriage, and 
on the following day Miss Driskell was banished from the house of her father. 
He remonstrated with the father, pointing out the length of time he and his 
daughter had been engaged; whereupon Mr. Driskell commenced abusing 
him, and swore that he would have his life if he did not immediately quit the 

lace. The complainant concluded, that having property in the house which 
€ was anxious to have, and fearful of the consequences if he returned after 
stich threats, he begged the magistrate’s interference on his behalf.—In re ly 
to Mr. Secker, the complainant said that, had he married the lady, he in- 
tended that she should accompany him to Africa, and that was the reason 


‘the match had been opposed by the father.—Mr. Secker said that the only 


assistance he could render the complainant was to send one of the officers of 
the court with the applicant, in order that he might take away his clothes, 
and prevent a breach of the peace while doing so.—he applicant, having 
thanked the magistrate, withdrew with an officer. 


ROBBING CHILDREN. 


At Marylebone, a well-dressed woman, named Catherine Phillpotts, who 
had been taken into custody by Haseltine, an active officer of the D division, 
No. 104, was placed at the bar before Mr. Broughton for re-examination on 
the charge of having robbed several children of very tender years, The 
evidence ter into upon the first occasion went to show that a little boy 
named White, eight years old, was sent by his aunt to his randmother, 
living in Walmer-place, Marylebone, and that he had with him a basket 
containing two gowns. He was met by the prisoner, who gave him a penny, 
and told hin to go to a shop and purchase a bun, at the same time taking 
possession of his basket, and saying that she would wait until he returned. 
When he came back he found that the prisoner was gone. ‘Three other 
cases of robbery of a similarly heartless description were gone into, and the 
prisoner, who asserted her innocence, stands committed for trial; but she 
will be brought up again next Monday, when the whole of the depositions 
will be read over.— Haseltine, the constable, said that there was another 
party in court whose child had been robbed by the prisoner, who had no 
doubt been pursuing her nefarious and cruel practices for a considerable 
period.—The magistrate considered that there was no necessity for entering 
into further evidence, as four cases had been clearly made out, and upon 
these she (the prisoner) would be sent before a jury.—She was then locked up,
